The 
Chief Commissioner ascertained the precise number of 
arms a native ought to have, and insisted, not without 
severity, on their production. The result shows the 
state of society in Oude :—Forts destroyed, 1,327 ; arms’ 
of all kinds taken, 1,367,406. There are about 2,000,000 
adult males in Oude. 


CAPTURE OF SCHAMYL. 
A letter from St. Petersburg of the 17th says :— 


“I, eutenant-Colonel Grabbe, who has just arrived | 


from the Caucasus, has brought details of the capture 
of Schamyl. He has made no written report, but has 
verbally communicated to the Emveror what has taken 
place. . 

“Tt appears that after a series of defeats, Schamyl, 
finding no other safety, was obliged to shut himself up 
in the fortified village of Gounib with 400 Murides, who 
remained faithfulto him. This place was considered by 
the Russians as completely impregnable, and so strong 
that a single company of well-trained soldiers might 
have defended it for months against a whole army. 
The only approach to it was a steep path, so narrow 
that only two men could walk abreast. In the presence 
of these difficulties, Prince Bariatinski determined to 
make the attack by means of having the surrounding 
rocks scaled, and 700 men yolunteered for this desperate 
service. The assault took place on the 7th. Whilst one 
colamn advanced by the narrow path above-mentioned, 
which the Murides had prepa to defend to the last 
extremity, the volunteers bravely scaled the rocks on 
the opposite side of the fort, and in spite of all the 
dificulties which impeded their ascent, suddenly ap- 
peared in the rear of the small band, and a desperate 
struggle took place. The Murides saw that retreat was 
impossible, and fought with fury. Out of the 400 men 
forming the garrison, only 47 remained alive, and 
five pieces of cannon fell into the hands of the Russians. 
As to Schamy!,he had shut himself up in one of the 
houses cut in the rock. All the ground before it was 
covered with dcad bodies ; the Russians had 100 men 
killed. Prince Bariatinski soon after arrived, and gave 
orders for the firing to cease. The men summoned 


Schamylto surrender. The Imam, showing himself | 


at an opening cut in the wall of the house, asked 
what condit:ons would be given to him. ‘Surrender 
unconditionally,’ replied the Prince, and he came 
forward, the officers round the general advising him to 
be on his guard, and not expose himself to the dauger 
of being a victim to the treachery of Schamyl. When 
the chief advanced towards the prince he said,‘ Are 
you Schamyl?’ ‘Yes,’ replied the Imam. ‘ Well, 
then,’ said the prince,‘ your life shall be saved ; you 
ghall keep your riches and your wives. I shall send 
you to morrow to St. Petersburg, for it is on the Em- 
peror that your fate will depend. Schamy] bowed his 
head without speaking a word. The Prince added, ‘I 
have long expected you at Tiflis, where I had hoped 
you would have come ot your own accord to make your 
submission, but you have compelled me to come and 
fetch you.’ Then turning to Colonel Grabbe, the 
Prince said—‘ Set off immediately for St. Petersburg, 
and report to the Em allthat you have witnessed. 
A detailed report will be sent to-morrow at the same 
time with Schamyl himself.’ Sach has been the de- 
nouement of the sanguinary drama which has been so 
long going on.” --—

“The works under the contract for the, viaduct over 
Loch Ken have been most. satisfactorily carriedon. All 
the foundations of the abutments of the large spans 
and of the piers and abutments of the small land spans 
have been obtained, and the superstructure carried 
up in some partsto its full height, all being far ad- 
vanced ; the staging has been completed for some time 
across the Loch; the tubes of one of the water piers 
have been placed, one of which is now within a few 
feet of its proper depth for the foundation, and those 
of the other pier are now being put together and 
lowered ; a large amount of the iron work of the girders 
is complete, and about forty tons already laid on the 
ground. 

“On the Loch Skerrow contract, considerably up- 
wards of one-half of the earthwork is completed, more 
than 200,000 cubic yards having been moved during 
Summer. Many of the foundations of the abutments 
and piers of all the three viaducts have been laid, 
the superstructure brought up, and alarge quantity of 
the material dressed and ready to be placed, and the 
contractors will be able now to cafry on these 
viaducts still more rapidly than hitherto. The smaller 
bridges and culverts are far advanced and the works 
are almost complete; about a mile of permanent 
way is laid, and upwards of a mile ballasted and ready 
for the rails. . 

“The Creetown contract has been pushed on with 
the utmost vigour; nearly three-fourths of the earth- 
work is finished ; about a mile and a-half of the per- 
manent way is laid; only. one bridge over a road has 
not been commenced, several are finished, and the 
others far advanced towards completion, drainage 
works are nearly complete, and all is so far advanced 
that if need be the works could be finished betore the 
contract time. ! 

“ On the Newtownstewart contract upwards of 100,000 
cubic yards of earth work, or nearly one-half of the 
whole on the line, have been moved, besides nearly the 
entire excavations for Newtownstewart station and a 
number of road alterations. A number of bridges have 
been begun, some: nearly completed, and the goods shed 
of Newtownstewart station nearly finished.

TRIAL FOR MURDER BY POISONING IN 
SCOTLAND. 

At the Inverness Circuit Court on Wednesday sen., 
David Ross was charged with poisoning his uncle, Wal- 
ter Ross, carrier, Invergordon, by means of arsenic. They 
lived. in the same house, and the libel charged the 
prisoner with administering the poison in repeated doses 
between 21st February and !7th April, 1859, chiefly in 
tea, toddy, sago, gruel, &c., by which his uncle died on 
16th April. Forty-three books, letters, substances, &c., 
were enumerated in the libel as referring to this case, 
and no less than fifty witnesses were cited. He pleaded 
not guilty, and thecase having gone to trial the evi- 
dence was led at great length. 

After evidence was given as to the death of the de- 


ceased, John Fraser, druggist, Tain, proved the pur- 


chase of arsenic on the 22nd of February by the prisoner 
for the alleged purpose of destroying rats.—William 
Kennedy, sheriff's officer, described a conversation he 
had with the prisoner about his marriage. I said to 
him (the witness deponed)it was reported among the 
neighbours that his uncle was to be married, and that 
he might put the property past him. He said---“ Al- 
though my uncle might wish to do that, I have in m 

pocket what would hinder him.”--William Sutherland, 
who lived next door to the prisoner, stated that there 
were no rats about the premises.---Mr, Ross, surgeon, 
deponed that prisoner and his uncle came to his 
house on the Thursday before the latter died, and 
he recommended carbonate of soda and tartaric 
acid. Ou the following Saturday night he found the 
deceased lying on his back in a dying state, and quite 
insensible. He died in about half-ap-hour afterwards, 
his death being quite unexpected by the witness.--Mr. 
Macgregor, veterinary surgeon, said that he had given 
the deceased some powders for his horse, with a caution 
about their use. Drs. Ross and Vass, Tain, in their re- 
port on the examination of the body of the deceased, said 
they were of opinion that death was occasioned by ex- 
cessive discharges from the stomach and bowels, but 
that they could not. give an opinion as to the origin of 
this condition. Dr. Maclagan, of Edinburgh, pro- 
duced a report stating the result of an analysis of 
the articles sent to him from Invergordon. The 
report furnished some further details of the analy- 
sis, and concluded as fo!lows:---“ The result of 
my experiments is that all the organs of the body 
of Walter Ross examined by me were largely im- 
pregnated with arsenic; that the contents of the 
stomach contained a barely appreciable trace of this 
poison, but that there was present in them an in- 
soluble compound of mercury,a result confirmatory 


of the statement that a dose of calomel had 


been administered to Walter oss shortly before 
death. The conclusion. to be drawn. from these 
results is that, to impregnate the tissues in this manner, 
Walter Ross must have received a considerable dose of
